I. I have been reviewing my analysts work on this. 


II. Their basic conclusions are 


A. In essence we've lost the global oi] supply cushion that we 
thought would give us some years to work out our energy problems. 


B. This is not only a problem for the next few months; it will persist. 


-We will remain vulnerable to interruptions of oi] supplies 
from any source. 


-Inflationary and recessionary risks will persist for years 


rather than just months. 


III. If these conclusions seem self-evident, I'll not waste your time 
on this. But if they aren't, I'm prepared to discuss the 
foundations of these conclusions. 
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
